mind that out of the supposed "balance for the year there are the expenses 
the next six months to pay,because the fiscal yeqr ends with the first of 
October. 

II. BhiLMEQS iEo changes have been made in the building itself ; outside, 
there lias been the laying of the granolithic courtyard on the east side of 
the Hall at the cost of $130.00. Furnishings to the amount «f $57.27 have 
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been purchased and it is intended to have a fire escape placed on the south 
side of the building as recommended by the fire inspectors. The property with 
in and without is in excellent order, small repairs having been promptly 
attended to. Larger radiators should be placed in rooms 3,0,9,30,31, the pre- 
sent radiators being quite too small to- provide sufficient heat. 

III. CLASSES OF STUDENTS : 7/e have had a full house all year, 55 different 
students of whom 54 have been here at one time, 4 officers, 9servants, the 
janitor and his wife. Of the students, 52 were Victoria College undergraduates 
3 attending other schoolsThere are 94 young women undergraduates at present 
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in daily attendance at Victoria College ,57 are in residence, 29 live in the ci 



city, 4 reside with relatives or friends, 4 are in "boarding houses. Beside the 
6 undergraduates of V.C. now in the Annex, there have "been — one other V.C.un- 
dergraduate called home on account of illness there, 3 occasional students re- 
gistered at V.C. (2 of whom are rfrom the School of Expression) one in the Con- 
servatory of Music, one in Domestic Science, and 4 undergraduates of University] 
College. Last year on June 12th, there were 7 vacancies in Annesley Hall, this

■year— on April— loth, there are three more applications the the Hall will hold- 



making 10 more applications now than in June of last year. There is Tittle 
doubt "but that the Annex will fee more than filled. 

We are glad to say that the health of the students has been good all year 
When there is no skating, those of the first three years are required to re- 
gister daily the prescribed exercise either in the gymnasium, walking, tennis, 
or basket ball. The instructor in the gymnasium has done efficient work, and 
there has been more enthusiasm and thorough instruct ion_to & larger number 
than in any previous year. 

It gives me much pleasure to report on the good discipline which has 
been characteristic of this year, on the fine spirit in which the regulations 
have been carried out, on the careful economy and management in the housekeep- 



ing department , and in short to express our deep gratitude to God for the real 
success of Annesley Hall this year. It has been by far the best year of the 
four, and we look forward now with confidence to a fuller attainment each year 
of the standard of excellence we have set before us.

I have the honor to present to you and through you to the Senate 
of Viotoria College, the rex^ort of the Women 1 s Residences of the College 
for the academic year 1909 - 1910. 

I. LUMBER ALT) CLASSES CP STUDENTS ; In Annesley Hall during the year 
there have been 56 students, 54 of whom are doing undergraduate work at 
Viotoria College, 1 (transferred from South Hall) is in the Faculty of 

Education, 1 attends the School of Expression, 2 have been obliged to

leave College. In South llall there have been 27 young women, one is a 
teacher of physical culture, 8 'are undergraduates of Viotoria College, 

2 were transferred to Annesley Hall, 6 are registered in the Paoulty of 
Education, 7 in Domestic Scienoe, 2 in Art, 1 in Music, a total of 63, 

The numbers accommodated in both Hallo at one time are respectively 57 
and 23, a total of 80, 

Of the 64 Victoria College undergraduates, 57 are Methodist, 5 Presby- 
terian, 1 Baptist, 1 undesignated, Of the remainder, 9 are Methodist, 

7 Presbyterian, 1 Anglican, 1 Baptist, 1 Roman Catholio. 

The Courses pursued by the undergraduates are: General 17; Classics 3; 
Moderns 30; Philosophy 2; Scienoe 3; Household Soience 9. 

II. HEALTH: Dr. Davis in the sutumn examined 29 new students, and 

made 31 examinations of former students. She reported that the incoming 
class had a higher physical standard than any x^ede ding .one, and that the 
general tone of health of the residents was good. It has been deemed ad- 
visable to require henceforth of those entering residence a medical oer- 
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tificate from, the home physician stating that the student is x^yaioally 
able to undertake a prolonged course of study. This has been done in the 
Royal Victoria College, Montreal, and with good results. 

The physical culture classes have been held six periods a week, five 
in Annesley Hall, one in South Hall. Additional exercise has boen abund- 
antly furnished by skating, tennis, and the vigorous teams o in hookey 
and basketball. 

III. EDUCATIONAL ; .If the academia work aoooriqiliahed by the residents 
this year is on the whole less than last year, it may be accounted for
